This talk Is being written in Battle Creek at the Post Tavern, built by 
the late C W Post, who came to this town a sick man and who got to 
c;X|x*rimenting on foods and drinks to bring I vim back to health He gained 
his health and built one of the greatest fowl concerns in the world.
